FIGHTING AGAINST 
BOLL WEEVIL NOW 


Killing boll weevils by destroy ng 
its food before the weevil goes into 
winter quarters is a suggestion which 
cotton raisers should begin to think 
about and prepare for if they wish to 
resort to that practice. 
United com­ 
munity action is necessary to th** 
best success for the reason that it 
is of small avail for a single farm er 
to plow down his cotton before frost 
if his neighbor farm ers will not do 
so. 
The method is urged by all the 
authorities as being very efficacious 
in destroying the crop of weevils 
that go thru the w inter and emerge 
i nthe spring to start the big broods 
of weevils th a t do the later damage. 
It is astounding th e num ber of 
progeny one pair of m ature weevils 
will hatch out in a season and the 
way to decrease th e ravage is to 
kill the old weevils in the fall.
